Mr,  Chairnan  and  Gentlenan, 

I have  auch  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  ay  Annual  Report 
for  the  Budleigh  Salterton  Urban  District  for  the  year  1970. 

From  a study  of  the  statistical  section  it  v/ill  be  seen  that 
tlae  Standardised  Live  Birth  Rate  of  13.5.  renained  the  same  as  the  previous 
year  and  is  still  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  li^^ales  (Ib.O). 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  still  births  and  that 
the  infant  mortality  rate  was  nil. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  of  10.9  was  slightly  lower  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (11.7) » in  previous  years  bhe  most 
prevalent  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease,  cerebral  haemorrhage  and 
tliroi±)osis,  and  cancer. 

For  the  first  tune,  no  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the 
year,  and  this  is  due  in  great  part  to  the  protection  given  to  the  children 
by  immunisation.  The  diseases  which  are  now  covered  include. 

Diphtheria,  V/hooping  Cough.  Tetanus,  English  Measles,  Geraan  Measles 
( 11-14  year  old  girls  only)  Poliomyelitis  and  Tuberculosis. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council 
and  Staff  for  their  continued  help  and  co-operation  given  throughout  the 
year.

V/ater  Supply 

The  water  supply  in  this  district  has  been  under  the  control 
of  the  East  Devon  17ater  Board  since  1st  October  1962f, 

All  domestic  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  water 
supply  and  26  new  properties  were  connected  during  the  year. 

The  \7ater  Board  took  172  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  various  sources  within  the  district  and  all 
proved  satisfactory. 

Rodent  Control 


During  the  year  73  properties  were  inspected  as  a result  of 
complaints  or  because  of  survey  under  the  Act,  Of  these,  54 
premises  were  found  to  be  infested  and  treated  accordingly,  and 
106  rats  were  destroyed. 


All  Council  properties,  including  the  refuse  tip,  are 
inspected  regularly  and  treated  as  required. 

There  was  no  evidence  that  any  of  the  Council  sewers  were 
responsible  for  harbouring  rats. 


Drainaf 


Sewerage  for  disposal  is  discharged  into  the  sea  between  one 
hour  after  high  water  and  one  hour  before  low  water,  the  sewer 
outfall  being  operated  electrically  on  a tidal  time  switch  to 
maintain  these  conditions. 


Hcuse-  Refuse 


House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  premises  within  the 
G.rea,  additional  collections  being  made  from  certain  trade  premises, 
a service  for  which  a special  charge  is  made. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a controlled  tip  at  South  Farm  Road 
where  a tractor  is  used  for  the  moving  and  covering  of  the  refuse 
with  a suitable  covering  of  earth, 

Kous  ir.g 

During  1970,  12  new  houses  and  14  new  flats  have  been  erected 
by  private  enterprise.  These  cou^rise  6 tv/o  bedroom  and  6 three 
bedroom  houses,  all  the  flats  being  of  two  bedrooms. 

Ho  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  but  a start 
was  made  on  cne  construction  of  25  old  people's  bungalo7/s  at 
G-reenway  Lane,
